Leaves may be burned with- 
in the city limits during the 
months of September through 
December, inclusive, provided 
certain provisions of smoke 
control and fire safety or- 
dinances are observed, Director 
of Public Safety Joseph P. Ses- 
tric said today. 

An ordinance enacted last 
spring permits burning of 


leaves during the fall season if

Orval E. Faubus, 
who followed suggestions of the 
White Citizens Council in call- 
ing out Arkansas National 
Guard to resist federal author- 
ity, President Eisenhower called 
the entire Arkansas Guard into 
federal service. 

Gen Clinger issued instruc- 
tions last night for them to 
report immediately to their 
armories. What use, if any, 
will be made of them, was 
not announced immediately. But 
federalization prevented their 
further employment by the 
Governor to aid segregationist 
mobs. 

Faubus Aid in Guard. 


Ironically, Claude D. Carpen- 
ter Jr., the executive assistant 
of Gov. Faubus, is a lieutenant 
in the federalized National 
Guard. 


In command of the troops is 
47-year-old, Texas-born Gen. 
Walker, a West Pointer (1931) 
who served in Korea as deputy 
chief of staff for prisoner ot 
war affairs and senior adviser 
of the First South Korean Army 
Corp. 

Gen. Walker met yesterday 
with Mayor Woodrow Wilson 
Mann, Superintendent of 


Brig. Gen. Joseph J. Preston, 
commander of the 825th Air 
Division at Little Rock Air 
Force base.

Faubus Returns. 


Gov. Faubus, returning from 
Sea Island, Ga., where he ¢ut 
short his attendance m . the 
Southern Governors Conrifer- 
ence, first learned of the Pres- 
ident’s federalization of the 
Arkansas National Guard when 
his plane stopped at Birming- 
ham, Ala. He expressed sur- 
prise. 

On his arrival at the Little 
Rock airport, he told reporters 
that President Eisenhower's 
action was “unwise” and “I be- 
lieve he showed bad judgment.” 

Then he flashed a smile and 
observed “I feel like MacArthur; 
I have been relieved.” The 
reference was to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur who was fired 
or insubordination in 1952. 
MacArthur was born in Little 
Rock. 

The Governor was edgy and 
continued to evade questions 
as he has done on the few oc- 
casions when he has not se 
cluded himself in the execu- 
tive mansion.

The secnd part, the United 
States resolution that no pro- 
posal to change Chinese repre- 
sentation in the U.N. be consid- 
ered at this session, was ac- 
cepted by a vote of 47 to 27, 
with seven abstentions. 
After the vote, United States 
chief delegate Henry Cabot 
Lodge issued a statement ex- 
pressing gratitude to “all those 
who stood with us.”

Crown Princé Faisal, Premier

Arabia, said in an interview 
yesterday. that America’s alarm 
at the Syrian situation was 
based on misunderstanding 
which ought to be erased by 
better contacts, such as a meet. 
ing between Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles and Syrian 
Foreign Minister Salah Bitar, 
who is in New York attending 
the United Nations meeting. 


The Prince who is here on a 
mission for his brother King 
Saud, gave as his opinion that 
despite the atmosphere of bit- 
terness and recrimination it was 
up to the United States to take 
the initiative. 

“Face saving is all very un- 
derstandable for small young 
nations, but for powerful great 
nations it should play no part 
whatsoever in such matters,” 
he said. K 

Faisal has been conferring 
with President Eisenhower, 
Dulles and other top officials 
over what the Saudi Arabians 
consider America’s “excessive 
counteraction” to events in 
Syria. These events were cli- 
maxed by an arms deal with 
the Soviet Union and a reshuf- 
fle in the Syrian army amount- 
ing to a purge of virtually all 
pro-western elements. 

Offers Solution. 

In Prince Faisal's words the 
best solution to the situation in 
Syria is “to leave her alone to 
tranquilize, to calm, to smooth 
things over.”

TV COLLEGE COURSE 


Would Cover First and Sec- 
ond Years of Liberal 
Arts Studies. 


Educational television station 
KETC plans to telecast the 
“basic in ents” of the first 
and second years of a liberal 
arts college course within one 
or two years, Henry F. Cha- 
deayne, executive director of 
the station, said yesterday. 

Addressing a luncheon meet- 
ing of the Advertising Club of 
St. Louis at Hotel Statler, Cha- 
deayne said that by offering 
college accredited courses on 
television the station “will ren- 
der its greatest service to the 
community” because the two 
major universities here will 
soon be unable to handle all 
those in the area who want a 
college education. 

Studies show that by 1970 the 
college population of the United 
States will be double what it is 
today, he said, remarking that 


completely unprepared to take 
care of all those wanting and 
qualifying to go to college.” 

Under plans now being form- 
ulated by the station, the entire 
liberal arts curriculum for first 
and second year students would 
not be offered on KETC, Cha- 
deayne said, though “a convinc- 
ing case can be made for do- 
ing it.” 

Students would go to the 
universities for some of their 
courses and would also turn in 
homework assignments and take 
examinations at the universities 
on courses offered over KETC, 
he explained. 

The speaker said that last 
year Washington University of- 
fered a freshman mathematics 
course on KETC and found that 
grades were higher than ip pre- 
vious years, Other educational 
stations in the country have 
televised other college courses 
with equal success, he said. 


In the event a flu epidemic 
caused the closing of schools, 
KETC is ready to join in any 
plan devised by school officials 
to televise courses for the chil- 
dren at home, Chadeayne said. 
School officials are now work- 
ing out such a plan, he added.

This year the catch has been 
disappointing. Only a few have 
been caught at Bull Shoals in 
comparison with last year’s 
catches. 

Lake Wappapello has fur- 
nished a few hefty fish from 
the Blue Springs area near Hol- 
liday Landing. Rough fish net- 
ters raised several jack salmon 
of record-breaking size in — 
nets during the winter months 
last year in this area. The fish 
are known to congregate in the 
warmer spring water during 
the late fall and winter months 
but only a few have been taken 
from this area this year.

Perhaps more 
are taken by trolling than by 
any other method. The out- 
board motor is run upstream 
at low speed and a deep-run- 
ning plug or a large, live min- 
now is trolled some 50 feet be- 
hind the wake created by the 
propeller of the outboard. Many 
miles of water can be covered 
in one day by the troller and 
only the most likely spots are 
fished. These hefty scrappers 
are bottom feeders and the lure 
must dig the bottom if the 
angling is productive. They are 
seldom caught on surface or 
medium-running baits. 

Crappie and Bass Bite, Too. 

Crappie fishing is at its best 
on the large impoundments dur- 
ing October. The swift-running 
streams in the Ozarks are not 
suitable habitat for these pan 
fishes and few are taken except 
from the deep bays and bayohs. 
Minnows are their favorite food 
although catches often are made 
on small, medium-running plugs 
and fly and spinner combina- 
tions. Crappie also are school 
fish and often a full stringer 
will be caught around a sub- 
merged log or a sunken brushy.
